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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 10-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-8 and 10-12 are allowable because there is no prior art of record that 

either teaches or suggests a display device comprising the specific limitation recited in 

the following claims: 
Claim 1: 

• a conductive film is disposed between the substrate and the 
semiconductor film under the data line. 

Claim 7: 

• a conductive film is disposed between said substrate and the first 
insulating film in such a manner as to cover spacing between the pixel 
electrode and the data line adjacent thereto, and wherein the 
semiconductor film is interposed between the first insulating film and a 
portion of the data line overlying the conductive film for increasing spacing 
between the data line and the conductive film to reduce electro-static 
coupling between the data line and the conductive film.

Kawanhata et al. (US 5,726,077) disclose a method of producing electro-optical 
device pixel electrodes formed an insulation film and connected to electrodes of TFTs.
